TAX CUT PROGRAM IS A. 
VICTORY FOR COOLIDGE 


Advance Over Bonus in Right of ‘Way 
_President’s First Test With Con- 
gress; Bonus Supporters Losing 
Confidence. ehh 


Washington.—That President Cool- 
idge’s first test with congress on a 
matter of policy resulted in a com- 
plete victory for him was the inter- 
pretation put on the action of the 
house Republican caucus, which by 
an almost unanimous vote gave tax | 
reduction the right of way over the , 
soldier bonus. 

The caucus ordered the ways and 
means committee to report the Melion 
| tax reduction program to the house 
iby February 1 and after that to take 
up the bonus bill. 

The nearest the bonus advocates | 
came to victory on anything was 
when the caucus, by a bare three 
votes, 97 to 94, refused to put house 
Republicans on record as promising 
both bonus and tax legislation at 
this session. There is now less as- 
surance among bonus supporters that 
the soldier measure can be pdssed | 
over the president’s veto. A week 
ago it.seemed certain the bonus would 
| sweep all before it and might even 
displace temporarily the tax program. 
But administration leaders from Pres- | 
ident Coolidge argued so strongly and 
| the pressure from “back home” is so 
| tremendous for tax reduction that | 
| there was never any question at the 
caucus but that the president’s de- 
| mand that taxes come first would be | 
| satisfied.
